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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

The examiner has considered the information disclosure statement (IDS) 
submitted on 19 February 2004. 

Specification 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The term Accessory is not defined in the specification. No patentable weight has been 
given to this term in the claims. The term "define a random number generator is also 
not defined in the specification. Further, the specification does not teach how two 
circuits could both generate the same "random" number. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "define a random number generator" in line 5. It is 
unclear how a random number generator is defined. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "returns R" in line 6. R is not defined, and thus it is 
unclear what R is. For the sake of this office action, R is being read as a pseudorandom 
number. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "the integrated circuit" in line 14. It is unclear which 
integrated circuit this is referring to. 

With regard to claims 1 and 6, two separate circuits are seemingly generating the 
same number. It is unclear how they could be truly random. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kooperman Jr. et al., USPN 5,363,448. 

With regard to claims 1 , 5, and 6, Kooperman discloses an apparatus (receiver, 
column 4 lines 47-58) for validating the presence of an authorized accessory (keychain 
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fob, column 5 lines 21-24) of a device including, an IC which stores a secret key 
(column 3 lines 35-60), generates a random number (column 3 lines 5-12), and apply a 
function to the key and number (column 3 lines 2-12), and a control system which 
requests the same function from another IC on the accessory (column 3 line 67-column 
4 line 6), and compares the two functions (column 24 line 42-column 25 line 10). 

With regard to claims 3 and 4, Kooperman discloses the generator is an LSFR 
(column 5 lines 2-12). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kooperman. 

With regard to claim 2, Kooperman discloses the apparatus of claim 1 , as 
outlined above, but does not mention using a one-way function. In the main 
embodiment of Kooperman decryption is utilized (Kooperman claim 1). In a second 
embodiment (Kooperman claim 9), the same function is repeated on the receiver, and 
the results are compared. The examiner takes official notice that one-way functions are 
well known functions that protect secret values by preventing decryption. In the second 
embodiment of Kooperman, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the 
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art to utilize a one-way function, since no decryption occurs, in order to better protect 
the secret key.
